I have  the  honor  to  present  to  the 
board  of  trustees  the  first  annual  re- 
port of  the  East  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary covering  the  year  September  16, 
1909  to  September  HO,  1910. 

The  East  Chicago  library  was  open- 
ed for  circulation  -March  1,  1910  in 
East  Chicago  and  March  8,  1910  In 
Indiana  Harbor.  At  the  time  of  the 
opening  we  had  .739  volumns  of  our 
own.  These  were  suppliemented  by 
several  traveling  libraries  which  were 
loaned  us  by  the  Indiana  Public  Li- 
brary commission.  The  books  were 
divided  between  the  two  parts  of  the 
library.  New  books  have  been  added 
to  our  nest  egg  of  730  volumns  so  that 
by  September  30th  there  were  in  th? 
library  1986  volumns.  Of  this  number 
1350  were  acquired  by  purchase  and 
675 ; were  given  by  interested  friend*  , 
The  Tuesday*Reading  clnb  contributed 
a number  of  volumns  to  begin 'with 
apd  a “book  shower"  at  the  Harbor 
library  brought  in  quite  a few  more. 
615  of -our  total  number  of  volumns 
are  juvenile  books.  • ’ ‘ '
